A MESSAGE TO BRITISH MEDICAL ASSOCIA- 
TION MEMBERS 


The Secretary of the B.M.A. has sent the following message to 
all members: 

Members of the Association will realize that from the 
outbreak of war the Association assumed new and heavy 
responsibilities of a national character. It gladly accepted 
these responsibilities because they are a contribution to the 
national interest and because their acceptance enables the 
medical profession, through its own central and local war 
committees, to allocate its members to duties of a Service 
or a civil character at home or abroad, with the closest regard 
both to the needs of the country and the circumstances of the 
individual.

as the Protection of Practices and the negotiation of proper 
terms and conditions of service for medical practitioners, is of 
necessity intricate and expensive. Despite the burdens that the 
war has brought to our profession, as to other members of the 
community, it would greatly facilitate our work for the country 
and for the profession if members would respond to this 
routine request for current subscriptions if not with alacrity at 
least with promptitude.

Assurance for Doctors 


An Academic Question 


Only a few days before the outbreak of war a member of 
the British Medical Association asked whether it was thought 
prudent and/or patriotic to take out one’s life assurance 
with a Canadian or an American in preference to a British 
company. At the moment the point is perhaps of merely 
theoretical interest ; but a day will come, it is to be hoped, 
when it may once more be of practical importance. The 
governing factors in the matter are the rates of exchange, 
present and future, as between the pound sterling and the 
(Canadian or American) dollar. In this simple statement 
lies the crux of the difficulty ; for not the wisest can foretell 
the future fluctuations of exchange over a period of many 
years. If, for example, a proposer had taken out a policy 
in American currency a year ago, he would have paid his 
first premium in dollars which could have been bought for 
less than the normal sterling exchange rate; he would have 
scored (a little) over that premium. Now, however, he would 
find that his next premium would cost him far more than 
the normal amount, because the war has sent the dollar to 
a premium much over the par rate; the Canadian dollar is 
similarly affected, but only to about half the same extent. 
So long as the war continues, and doubtless for some con- 
siderable time afterwards, these conditions will prevail, but 
after a few years it is possible that the pound. may once 
more be at an advantage over the dollar. Supposing that 
this should happen just when the policy matures, the assured 
will have been paying expensive premiums for many years 
only to receive a depreciated currency at maturity. Con- 
versely, the course of events might turn out exactly the 
opposite—that is, to the advantage of the assured instead of 
to his disadvantage, but this is not likely to happen with any 
policy that could be taken out now or for some years to 
come. The case of a policy taken out with a transatlantic 
company but payable in sterling throughout has not been 
considered, because obviously the contract is then no different 
from one taken out with a British office, except in so far as 
the bonus outlook for a with-profit policy is concerned ; and 
here, too, the materials for prophecy are so scant as virtually 
to reduce it to guesswork. The purchaser of an annuity a 
year or so ago, who had negotiated his business with an 
American office, would have scored, of course, very heavily, 
as things have turned out; but it is too late to do that now. 


Circulars just sent by the Ministry of Health to voluntary and 
municipal hospitals included in the Emergency Hospital Scheme 
deal with payment by the Government for the cost of treating 
casualties, patients transferred from other hospitals, and unaccom- 
panied children who have been evacuated. The circulars state that 
the Minister will cease to be responsible as from January | for the 
cost of board and lodging for medical students. Students who are 
attached for teaching purposes to institutions other than their 
normal teaching hospitals will continue to be billeted, but the 
cost of the accommodation will, by arrangement with the teaching 
hospitals, be repaid by the students. Should it be necessary at 
a later date to employ these students in the treatment of casualties 
during periods of extreme pressure, then these arrangements to 
recover the cost of accommodation will be suspended. 
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The State and Medical Practice 


Sir,—In a letter commending the changes in the E.M.S. 
scheme, published in your Supplement for December 2, 1939, 
Sir Robert Hutchison, Mr. Hugh Lett, and Professor Fletcher 
Shaw say: “ There is a suspicion amongst some doctors that 
the Ministry of Health may be proposing to use the E.M.S. 
as the thin end of the wedge for a post-war State Medical 
Service. We can assure such on the highest authority that 
nothing is further from the Ministry’s intention, and that all 
such fears are groundless.” 

This indeed may be so, but | should like to point out that 
every effort of the Ministry in recent years has been directed 
to driving the private practitioner out of business. This is 
clearly to be seen by the replacement of practitioners doing 
M.O.H. work by full-time men at a much higher rate of pay, 
and by the provision of all sorts of clinics which patients are 
urged to attend (regardless of income) without charge rather 
than go to their own doctors. All these clinics could well 
be serviced by experienced practitioners already resident in 
each area, and of course at cheaper rates than is possible with 
the importation of full-time medical officers. 

The latest effort of the Ministry, who have apparently 
managed to take control of the care of the sick in the Navy, 
Army, and Air Force, is to arrange for these patients, officers 
as well as men, to be treated by the voluntary hospitals 
(Supplement, November 25, 1939, p. 227, para. 8, sect. 3). 
But of course remuneration for such treatment is negligible 
unless the honorary consulting staff come under the full 
control of the Ministry—that is to say, belong to Class I 
or Class II. 

The complacent attitude of these gentlemen therefore seems 
scarcely justified by the record of the Ministry of Health, 
which gives no encouragement to the belief that they will in 
any way relax their present grip on the medical profession 
when hostilities cease —I am, etc.,
